Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Swindell didn't agree with the interpretation of Amado's 
(columns 5 and 77) controller and its coupling to other parts of the claimed invention as applied in the last action. Ms. 
Swindell was informed that Amado's invention operates as a controller through the interfaces to expert systems as 
cited and that the claims were not limited otherwise. Though it was agreed that Lin et al doesn't teach shadow objects, 
Ms. Swindell didn't agree that De Natale et al teaches shadow objects due to predefined models for objects (page II- 
487, left column, paragraph 5). Ms. Swindell was directed to the page II-486, left column, paragraph 4 and page II-487, 
right column, paragraph 4 citations for teaching shadow objects. Ms. Swindell next wanted to discuss the motivation 
for combining the five references in light of the invention's disclosure. With Mikurak as an example, Ms. Swindell didn't 
agree that 'providing a secure means for charging users based on information and/or resources actually used' (column 
205, lines 9-61) was properly related to the disclosed invention. Ms. Swindell was informed that Amado is modified by 
each of the 4 references independently and that the motivation to combine Amado with any of the other references 
does not have to be supported by the disclosure. 
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
